The  first  session  of  Cohas- 
set’s  Annual  Town  Meeting 
began  an  hour  late,  when  the 
200  voters  needed  for  a quor- 
um finally  made  their  way  to 
the  High  School  gymnasium. 
By  the  end  of  the  day,  after  24 
of  78  articles  had  been  con- 
sidered. hand  counts  indicated 
the  attendance  of  almost  300 
residents. 

Moderator  David  Place  an- 
nounced the  decision  of  town 
officials  to  recess  the  Town 


Meeting  after  town  elections 
in  order  to  keep  the  meeting 
open  to  reconsider  money 
articles.  Because  the  tax  cap 
issue  has  not  been  decided  by 
the  legislature  yet.  Place  said, 
it  behooved  voters  to  vote 
unanimously,  or  at  least  with  a 
two-thirds  majority  on  money 
articles,  to  overrule  possible 
state  dictates. 

Furthermore,  Selectman 
Arthur  Clark  noted.  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  collective 


bargaining  agreements,  up  for 
consideration  in  Articles  42 
and  43.  haven't  been  decided 
yet.  The  agreements  require 

acceptance  by  the  town  within 
30  days  of  their  signing;  a 
recess  of  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  would  allow  future 
consideration  of  these  articles. 

as  well,  rather  than  complet- 
ing this  business  at  a Special 
Town  Meeting  which  would 
require  a new  warrant. 


At  the  close  of  Saturday's 
session.  Selectman  Mary 
Jeanette  Murray,  gave  voters 
notice  that  a motion  for  recon- 
sideration of  Articles  15  and 
17  at  the  meeting's  recess. 
These  articles  didn't  pass  with 
a two-thirds  vote,  and  may. 
therefore,  be  subject  to  cap 
limits.
